During the interview the Examiners and Applicant's representative discussed 
claims 1 , 9, 25, 41 , 42, and 52 rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103 and the cited documents 
Ellis, Hassel, D'Souza, Knudson '823, and Jerding '982. Particularly distinctions 
between the amended claims filed April 7, 2011 and the cited documents were 
discussed. Claim 8 was also discussed with regard to 35 U.S.C. § 101 in view of the 
specification distinguishing between physical "computer storage media" and
